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OASH EN ADVANOB 
EISENHOWER TALKS 
FROM NORTH AFRICA 


“T have been asked to 
send an appeal from our sol- 
diers in North Africa to our 
home country for subscrip- 
tions for the American Red 
Cross. I prefer not to call 
my little talk an appeal. I 
should rather merely give 
you a statement of facts. 

“I firmly believe that if 
American citizens could be 
assured that the Red Cross 
was rendering effective aid 
to our fighting armies, any 
donation requested would 
be oversubseribed in a sin- 
gle day. Each of you has a 
brother, son, husband, or 
very dear friend serving 
somewhere in the armed 
forces. The American Red 
Cross is the single organized 
agency that brings to that 
man those things that have 
no place in official equip- 
ment tables, but do so much 
for his well-being and mo- 
rale. 

“Here in Africa that sol- 
dier may be working at one 
of our posts unloading ships, 
and helping to move sup- 
plies to combat soldiers who 
are hundreds of miles away 
in slit trenches at the battle- 
front. He may be one of the 
men actually in those trench- 
es or may be lying sick and 
wounded in one of our hos- 
pitals. Wherever he is, 
whatever duty he is_ per- 
forming, the American Red 
Cross is nearby to learn of 
his wants and to. satisfy 
them. Men and women of 
the Red Cross labor night 
and day to give the soldier 
a comforting smoke when 
he has none of his own, to 
hand him a_ razor, tooth- 
paste, a piece of candy or 
any one of the hundreds of 
other items that may, for 
the moment, seem to him to 
be the most important things 
he could get. 

“In Red Cross Clubs, big 
and little, wherever there 
are troops concentrated, it 
provides a homelike atmos- 
phere where - your son or 
friend may get a good cup 
of coffee, read a book or 
magazine, or just relax 
among people that he knows 
to be his friends. If he’s in 
a hospital, special attentions 
are given by some Red Cross 
woman who will bring him 
anything possible to add to 
his contentment or even, up- 
on request, write a letter to 
his homefolks. Most of North 
Africa is undeveloped coun- 
try, and it has been system- 
atically stripped of all those 
things. you are used to buy- 
ing daily at the corner drug 
store. Here a soldier cannot 
walk in and buy any of those 
things so necessary to his 
comforts — sometimes, al- 
most to his existence. 

“The Red Cross 
your subscription,  trans- 
forms it into useful and 
practical aid, and brings it 
to the soldier freely, cheer- 
fully and efficiently. 

“T do hope that the Red 
Cross organization in this 
will be expanded 
many times. We have need 
of it every day everywhere. 
In the brief moment I have 
had, I cannot possibly de- 
scribe to you the extent to 
which all of us, particular- 
ly those magnificent soldiers 
who fill the American units 
in North Africa, depend up- 
on the American Red Cross. 
Perhaps it would be best for 
me to say that I have yet to 
meet an American soldier— 
and I’ve spoken to hundreds 
—who doesn’t say with en- 
thusiasm and vigor: ‘That 
Red Cross is certainly doing 
one fine job.”

OUR LORD'S INTERCESSORY 
PRAYER 


LESSON TEXT—John 17:1-8, 18-26. 

GOLDEN TEXT—"Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, as 
we are,"’"—John 17:11, 


There are some times and places 
so sacred that one is instinctively 
hushed into reverent devotion. When 
Christ prayed in holy intercession (as 
recorded in John 17) on the night 
before His suffering His disciples 
must have been lifted into the very 
presence of the Eternal One. It was 
a holy experience, 

He prayed for Himself, but even 
more did He pray for His believing 
followers. To know that someone 
is praying for us is indeed an anchor 
in a time of storm, a strong help 
in the hour of conflict or of service 
for Christ, 

But to know that 
prayed for you and 
enough to send us, like the disciples 
of old, out to face an unbelieving 
world in His conquering name, He 
prayed for Himself—and He prayed 
for me! 

I. He Prayed for Himself (vy, 1-8). 

He looked up and said: ‘'Father,’’ 
and then He was ready to pray. So 
close was He to God that there was 
just this simple recognition of their 
communion. In Christ are we no 
as close as He? 

What did Jesus ask for Himself? 
At first thought it seems a little un- 
usual that He asked 

1. For Recognition of His Divine 
Glory (vv. 1-5), 

Why would He who had just given 


the Master 
me—that is 


the disciples an example of and an 
admonition to humility desire to 
have His glory manifested? Be sure 
it was not a matter of‘ selfish pride. 
He had finished His work (for He 
counted redemption as complete 
throughout His prayer), and now the 
glory which He laid down when He 
came to earth (Phil. 2:6-8) was to 
be resumed. 

He wants man to see Him now not 
only as the compassionate Son of 
man, but the glorious Son of God, 
able to save, It is right that the 
glory of Christ should be magnified 
and recognized by the whole crea- 
tion. He is worthy! 

2, For the Manifestation of His 
Grace (vv, 6-8). 

The Father had given Christ the 
heart devotion of those who believed 
in Him, Note that their faith rested 
on the name of God (v. 6), and 
upon His Word which had come to 
them and to us through Christ. 

He recognized their position and 
standing in Him and established it 
before God and man. He then 
prayed for them (read vv. 9-17) that 
they might be kept in an evil 
world as a testimony to the grace 
and power of God in the human 
heart. 

This leads to His intercession for 
all believers. 

Il. He Prayed for All Believers 
(vv. 18-22). 

Christians are not simply the 
avowed adherents to a particular 
form of belief, they are ‘‘sent’’ ones. 
As the Father sent Him into the 
world, “even so send I them into 
the world,’’ said Christ. 

Christ has gone to be with the 
Father, but He has left those who 
believe in Him as His witnesses, His 
representatives. For this they need 
holiness. He prayed: 

1. For Their Consecration (vv, 18, 
19), 

For their sakes He consecrated 
Himself. Surely if He needed it, we 
do far more. It is not only His will 
for us, but His prayer. How won- 
derfully that prayer was answered 
we see as we look back over the 
intervening 19 centuries, from His 
immediate disciples on through the 
martyrs, the missionary pioneers of 
all ages, the faithful preachers and 
teachers of the gospel, yes and “‘liv- 
ers’ of the gospel too. He knew, 
He prayed, God answered. Are you 
in that blessed host of consecrated 
believers? 

2. For Their Unity and Glory (vv. 
20-26). 

There is a refreshing simplicity 
about the Christian faith which is 
utterly different from all the com- 
plications which man has prepared 
and superimposed upon it. Essen- 
tially it is a matter of God having 
sent His Son into the world to be the 
Redeemer of men. He and the Fa- 


ther are one, He and His followers | 


are one, and so we are all one. We 
who today believe are included (read 
vv. 20-23). 

This is an inward unity of the 
Spirit, not an outward union of or- 
ganizations. The answer to our dif- 
ficulty is not the dissolution of de- 
nominations (although there do 
seem to be far too many subdivi- 
sions, too), but the uniting of all 
groups in a oneness of love and de- 
votion to Christ, and a united empha- 
sis on the gospel. 

There is something more here. 
This unity puts Christ’s followers 
into the place where His glory may 
be revealed in and upon them. It is 
His prayer that we should behold 
in our Saviour the glory which God 
had given Him because He loved 
Him before the foundation of the 
world,

It is one 
of the nicest places I’ve ever 
seen. Fayetteville has about 
8,500 inhabitants, the school 
about 2,500 students, and 
we have 150 potential offi- 
cers here.

Thousands of U. S. fighting men last year accepted the invitation to 
discuss their personal problems with Red Cross field directors who accom« 
pany troops to all parts of the world.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The sol- 
dier stormed into the Red Cross 
office at a southern Army camp. 
His mouth was set in a_ hard, 
straight line; his eyes were cold, 
determined. His wife trailed him 
as he strode across the reception 
room; her face was red and swol- 
len from crying. They were not 
over 22. 

“T neod help,” the soldier told the 
Red Cross field director at the desk. 
“And I need it fast.” 

The Red Cross field director 
smiled, but the soldier did not re- 
turn it. “All right, soldier, let’s see 
what's the trouble.” 

“If I don't get help (mn going over 
the hill,” he blurted. “I’m on alert 
now—due to move out almost any 
minute. But I’m not going—and 
leave m) wife with no place to 
stay.” 

Further conversation developed 
that the young bride was an ex- 
pectant mother, She was unable to 
go home because of her stepfather. 
Her husband had no relatives with 
whom she could stay. And the allot- 
inent he had made to his wife had 
not yet come through. 

Two hours later—after much con- 
versation and planning—the soldier 
was shaking the hand of the Red 
Cross field: director, 

The Red Cross man had arranged 
that the soldier’s wife spend the 
night at the Army camp guest 
house. Preparations had been com- 
pleted with a nearby Red Cross 
chapter for her transportation back 
home. The Red Cross chapter in the 
girl’s home town had agreed to see 
that she had proper care until the 
baby was born. By that time the 
allotment would be coming through. 

In every United States military 
establishment, at home and abroad, 
the American Red Cross maintains 
a field director and staff to help 
Uncle Sam’s fighting men work out 
such personal problems. More than 
1,000,000 servicemen passed through 
the offices of the Red Cross field 
directors las. year. Their problems 
covered all phases of life—families 


FROM SOMEWHERE 
IN SOUTH PACIFIC 


Pfe. Morris Davis of Elba, 
Enterprise and New Brock- 
ton, which he made his 
home towns most all his life, 
writes from “somewhere in 
the South Pacific.” His many 
friends will be glad to hear 
of his whereabouts. He vol- 
unteered in the Marine Corps 
Oct. 17, 1941, at Dothan, 
went to San Diego, Calif.. 
was transferred to Alame- 
da, Calif., then to Oakland, 
Calif., then to Camp Elliott. 
at San Diego, then overseas 
on Aug. 7, without a fur- 
lough back home. So now 
he is somewhere over there 
in the South Pacific. His let- 
ters back home to his mo- 
ther, Mrs. Fannie Davis, are 
as follows: 

Sept. 22, 1942. 

Well, here I am, some- 
where in the South Pacific. 
I saw many amusing and 
interesting things on my 
journey to my destination. 
It was fun to see the boys 
get initiated as we crossed 
the equator, and I saw big 
fish, little fish, also flying 
fish. I can’t tell anything 
much as I’m not allowed to, 
but there aren’t many white 
people here. They are most 
all natives, but they are real 
nice to us marines. We have 
some fruit and gobs of coco- 
nuts. Will tell you more next 
time, as we are awfully busy 
and working hard. Don’t 
worry about me, for I will 
be ok—and write me long,

with the home folks. These and 
other problems are unfolded in a 
never-ending panorama before Red 
Cross field directors. Almost always 
they are solved. 

The Red Cross field director is 
ready to furnish information, coun- 
sel, and assistance as needed to 
men of the armed forces. Reaching 
into every county in the United 
States through local Red Cross 
chapters, these workers and local 
home service chairmen act on be- 
half of the men of the armed forces 
and their families in matters affect- 
ing the welfare of either or both. 

In addition to the servicemen 
aided by field directors, more than 
500,000 families of men in the ser- 
vice received help through Red 
Cross chapters and branches. 

Contributions of the American 
people to the Red Cross during the 
$125,000,000 War Fund appeal now 
in progress will help to keep and 
expand these services to the na- 
tion’s fighting men. 

Varied and often unusual are the 
other demands made of Red Cross 
field directors. Field Director Wil- 
liam Fluharty, stationed in a re 
mote Australian area, traveled down 
to a railroad junction to bring back 
6,000 pounds of American maga- 
zines for troops to which he was 
assigned. Returning on a train, he 
was asked to help deliver a baby 
for a native woman, belatedly en 
route to a hospital. 

Red Cross Field Director Albert 
S. Campbell and two assistants, 
David S. Oman and John J. Clancy, 
Jr., distributed clothes, cigarettes, 
soap, razors, tooth brushes, playing 
cards and other articles to Ameri- 
can fighters during one of the most 
furious Solomon Islands battles. 

Whatever the .welfare and _ per- 
sonal problems of American fight- 
ers at home-or abroad, the field 
director, backed up by 3,755 Red 
Cross chapters and 6,000 branches, 
is the serviceman’s best friend in 
time of need.

It sure is a beauty, 
and I have lots of shells and 
trinkets that I will carry 
back home with me when 
the war is over. There is a 
rumor that we will get a 30- 
day rest soon, so if I can, I 
will see you all, but I’m 
afraid it won’t be, so will 
close. Love.

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SWEET POTATOES NOW 

Auburn, Ala.—Starting a 
sweet potato crop by select- 
ing good seeding at bedding 


with good cultural practices 
will help Alabama reach the 
increased sweet potato goal 
for this year. 

“Only clean seed should 
be bedded,” says W. A. Ruf- 
fin, extension horticulturist. 
The selected seed should be 
disinfected by dipping for 
ten minutes in corrosive sub- 


limate (bichloride of mer- 
cury), one ounce to eight 
gallons of water. Dissolve 
the chemical in a_ small 


amount of hot water and di- 
lute to eight gallons. Wood- 
en containers should be used 
as it will corrode metal. Bed 
potatoes immediately after 
dipping. 

Potatoes should be bed- 
ded in Central Alabama 
March 1 to 15. Five bushels 
of potatoes will furnish slips 
enough to plant one acre. 
Slips should be ready for 
planting within a month af- 
ter bedding.

Mapping Plans For 
Protection

ounty citizens, both 
in t towns and rural sec- 
tions, in the event of actual 
or threatened enemy action, 
were discussed at a recent 
meeting of the County Civil- 
ian Defense Council, J. L.

The nature of this defense 
as recently defined by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, is to pro- 
vide assistance of short du- 
ration, to meet emergency 
needs resulting from enemy 
attack or action, to meet 
such attack or danger there- 
of. 

The essential services 
that will be available under 
the program will be: giving 
assistance; immediate re- 
housing for families or indi- 
viduals: furnishing informa- 
tion or help that is availa- 
ble and where that help may 
be secured; assisting in tak- 
ing advantage of insurance; 


retraining; vocational re- 
habilitation and medical 
services; placing children 


that have become separated 
from their families in suita- 
ble homes or institutions.

Ac- 
cording to agreement, Red 
Cross will render group care 
and the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare individual care 
in such emergency, accord- 
ing to Mr. Warren, whe ex- 
plained that Federal funds 
authorized for Civilian War 
Assistance will be expended 
by the Department of Public 
Welfare in rendering indi- 
vidual family care. 

W. M. Brunson, of Elba, 
Chairman of the Committee 
on Civilian War Assistance, 
stated that detailed plans 
of administration of Civilian 
War Assistance are being 
formulated. “We are 
aware,” said he, “that en- 
emy action is unpredictable 
in nature and extent, but we 
are preparing specific plans 
to insure effective care of 
citizens in case of an emer- 
gency. The completion of 
these detailed plans will re- 
quire some time, but in the 
meantime we are ready to 
act should necessity demand
